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COMMUNICATION 

This Communication is being filed in response to the Interview Summary dated 
September 28, 2005 issued by the Examiner in connection with the above-identified patent 
application. The Interview Summary summarized the telephonic interview between Examiner 
Emch and Quang Nguyen. During that interview, the Examiner indicated that a Notice of 
Allowance would be forthcoming pending the results of a sequence interference search.
